Friends, family pay tribute to Roy and Verna Marie Raymond

TWIN FALLS - "Good-bye for Ufe.” 

Emily Raymond, whoso parents died in 
a commuter plane crash one week ago, 
spoke with quiet composum to hundreds 
of people at a memorial service 
Wednesday. 

"All I ever wanted has been taken 
away from me,” said Emily Raymond, • 
who turns 17 in a few days. "Home 
doesn't feel like home.” 

Her voice never faltered, wavered or 
cracked - but many in the audience wept 
as she read an open letter to her parents. 

For six days, since Roy and Verna 
Marie Raymond died in a plane crash 
near Detroit, Twin Falis-area residents 
have mourned their dcatlis and remem- 
bered their contributions lo the commu- 
nity. But the tragedyfound a personal — 
voice in Emily Raymond’s words 
Wednesday, as she spoke publicly for the 
fint time since the aeddem. 

- “Good-bye for life,” she said. “I feel so - 
alone and lost.” 

More than 1,200 people gathered in 
the Roper Auditorium as friends and 
family paid homage to the Raymonds’ 
public and private lives. Wreaths over- 
flowed the stage and tears flowed in 
abundance, but speakers urged the 
crowd_to. remember _the_joy _.thc_ 
Raymonds brought to those they knew. 

“As we mourn our loss, God is design- 
ing a special gold crown to replace the 
thousands of jewels tliat you left bcliind 
for us,” said the Raymonds’ next-door 
neiglibor. Sherry Marona. 

Verna Marie was “a Twin Falls trea- 
sure ... who sparkled in every direction,” 
Marona said, her voice breaking. “She. 
was never quite sure if she’u done 
enough. It was her nature and she never 
asked for anything in return,’’ 

The Raymonds had a budget for chari- 
-table-donations - and cheerfully exceed- - 
cd it whenever they had a chance, said 
local banker Curtis Eaton. On a more pro- 
found level, they gave their time and

Airline offers its services to victims’ families

TWIN FALLS - Ever since the fatal 
crash of Comair Flight 3272 Thursday, 
the airline has assigned representatives 
to aid the families of Roy and Verna 
Marie Raymond and the 27 other vic- 
tims. 

Among other things, die commuter air- 
line offered family members free air or 
ground transportation to Monroe, Mich., 
the crash site, said airline spokeswoman 
Meghan Glynn of Erlanger, Ky.

In defererice to Raymond family, she 
declined to^^say what services had been 
extended, and said only that tlic family 
had been assigned an airline representa- 
tive. A memorial service' for the promi- 
nent Twin Falls couple was held 


Wednesday at the Roper Auditorium. 

En route from Cincinnati, the 
Raymonds were on board the airline’s 
Embraer 120 Brasilia when it nose-dived - 
into a field 18 miles from the Detroit 
Mccropolican Airport. The cause still is- 


under investigation. 

Comair also has offered to pay for 
counseling, -motel rodms-ortransporta. • 
tion to funeral services, Glynn said. 

“It all depends on what the families 
request,” she said.

Scientists suggest alternate 
view of how universe will end 


Waste plan a short-term solution 
to long-term problem, critics say 


TORONTO — Contrary to the best 
guesses of early astronomers and at least 
one poet, the universe will not end in a 
bang or a whimper but instead in a long, 
drawn-out sigh. 

Tlic gradum winding doivn of the uni- 
verse trill occur so slowly — the prover- 
bial gazillion years — that it will proba- 
bly outlast most mortgages. Life on 
Earth, of course, is not'cxpccicd to sur- 
vive beyond a few billion years when the 
sun brightens, making it too hot on Earth 
to support life. 


Assuming that the universe doesn’t 
contain enougli stuff to recycle itself — 
going ihrougli another Big ^ng — astro- 
physicists Fred Adams and Gregory 
Laughlin foresee all matter os tve know it 
gradually degenerating, cvcnmally going 
dark. The residue will consist of cold, 
invisible, subatomic ashes. 

But hope lies in tlic >vord “eventually.” 
Adams and Lauglilin calculate that the 
final darkness \rill come 10,000 trillion, 
trillion, trillion, trillion, trillion, trillion, 
triliion, trillion, trillion years from now.

BOISE - Burying it won’t solve the 
nation’s radioactive waste problems, say 
critics of a plan to bury waste now stored 
in Idaho at a Ncw.Mcxico disposal site. 

But failing to open the proposed Waste 
Isolation Pilot Plant in New Mexico 
would violate the terms of the federal 
Energy Department’s agreement with 
Idaho, Gov. Phil Batt said Wednesday 
afternoon at a hearing on the third envi- 
ronmental impact study of plutonium- 
contaminated waste disposal. 


The Energy Department's proposal 
would send about 2.3 million cubic feet 
of plutonium-contaminated waste from 
the Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory to the New Mexico site. 
That’s only a small portion of the nuclear 
waste stored at INEL 
Critics of the proposal say the m^cy it 
would take to open and operate WM*. 
would be better spent creating long-term 
above-ground storage facilities wherever 
tlic waste is stored now.

For many parents, pageantry 
starts when they sec an ad for a 
local pageant. Usually, all it costs 
is a 520 entry fee and the price of 
a party dress. But when the Avin- 
ners move up to state and nation- 
al pageants, the costs escalate. 

. “You can go $10,000,” says 
Norecn Williams, the mother of 
a beauty contestant in Yuian. 
“Some mothers get loans out for 
the pageants. Those are the ones 
that get angry at their girls

The Southern 
girls had it all — the coaches, the 
makeup artists, the clothes. My 
daughter did not tvin anything ai 
that pageant." 

Some mothers lie about their 
daughters' ages so they can 
appear more poised and mature 
compared to younger girls, Mrs. 
Guerin says. For her pageant, she 
now requires birth certificates 
with enoy forms. 

Sometimes, mothers accuse 
each other of trying to buy influ- 
ence by spending upwards of 
S2S0 a page for advertising in 
pageant directories. “Let’s face 
ir, they’ll cut your throat in a 
minute,” says Mrs. Williams.

Blaine County can’t hold 
back the econorhic tide 


The last vote that Rupert House, 
Blaine County resident for 60 years 
.and_coun|y commissioner for 16, cast 
last week must have been Uie hardest- 
of his polmcal career. 

niewffner of the Triumph mine and 
the most visible remaining symbol of a 
Blaine County that once made its liv- 
ing from the. land, Hou.se retired as 
commissioner this month. But first he 
voted he conscience. 

House voted to let two Bellcvuc-area 
farmers subdivide- their land for hous- 
ing developments. It tvas the minority 
vote in a Blaine County Commission 
decision that almostccnainly tvill lead 
to court. The dispute’s ultimate out- 
come will have mudi to say about the 
county’s future. 

llie commissioners’ vote temporari- 
ly stopped subdivision of the southern 
half of the Bellevue TYiangIc. As much 
as^House would like to see an end to 
headlong development in the county, 
his dedication to the rights of property 
owners ^^•as stronger. 

— It-was a courageous-stand,- and one 
that reflects an understanding of one 
of the immutable laws of a free soci- 
ety: People are entitled to their eco- 
nomic self-interest. 

Virginia Reed and Johnny Urrutia, 
who had already received subdivision 
_permiisJrom.thc county, ..were denied 
that privilege, though the odds seem 
good they’ll eventually get it back in 
court. 

Absent national economic collapse 
or California falling into the Pacific 


Ocean, development is inevitable in 
the Wood River Valley - from the Saw- 
tooth National Recreation Area 
. boundary to the Hmmermahn Hills. 

Such development can and' should 
be managed, but anyono*who thinks 
the genic can be stuffed back into the 
b'otllc is thinking wislifully. 

To be sure, that’s a tragedy for some 
Blaine County farmers and ranchers 
whose families have been on iho land 
for generations. Development means 
that most of them will eventually be 
taxed out of business or forced to scU 
their proper^ by die pressures of en- 
croaching neighbors. 

But how much higher taxes are the 
rest of the county’s property owners 
willing ta pay in order to maintain 
open space in the south? 

And how much density of develop- 
ment are they willing to tolerate else- 
where in the county so that farmers 
can continue to raise crops and ranch- 
ers catde south of Bellevue? 

One obvious solution would be for 
Blaine County residents who-care 
about open space to pool .thcir-rc- 
sources and buy some of the south- 
county ranches through a foundation. 

That’s what the Nature Conservancy 
did along Silver Creek, and the pre- 
serve it maintains there is a jewel. 

But even Idaho’s greenest county can’t 
repeal the law of supply and demand. 

The Bellevue Triangle is worth its 
weight in gold nowadays, and it’s fool- 
ish to expect the folks who own the 
land not to profit from it.

On Wednesday^ Jan.' 8, at iibout'3:I5 . 
p.m and again on Jan. 11 at about 12:05 
p.m., I saw low-flying military aircraft 
in the Buhl area- On Wednesday,jwo C- 
130 type aircraft were just northeast of 
Buhl at about 500 feet above the 
ground. These airplanes proceeded on 
a northwesterly course and as they 
passed a few miles north of the Buhl 
Municipal Airport they descended low- 
er into the Snake River Canyon and 
could no longer be seen from ground 
level at the airport. On Saturday, two 
like aircraft were flying the same gen- 
eral course at about the same altitude 
but were a few miles farther north than 
before. 

If these were attempts by the mili- 
tary to show that their airplanes can be 
flown dose to tlie ground and not dis- 
turb anyone, it is not a tnie test. These 
airplanes were flying very slow with 
low engine power. If they had been 
fighter jets or had been using high cn- '- 
ginc power, tlicrc would have been a 
tremendous amount of noise. 

If there were training exercises and 
. the planes were staying low to avoid 
being detected by radar then it appears 
that the military is aU'eady using 
airspace for training that is outside 
their designated training range and 
airspace which they do not control. 

If the Air Force is successful in ex- 
(landing the training range around 
Mountain Home Air Force Base, the 
people of D^rCasOeford, Tvrin Falls 
and all-Mti^ Valley communities can 
^cct this type of flying from the mili- 
fai 7 several times a day every day. Tlie 
titizens of Magic Valley should not 
have to put up with constant noise or 
ow-flying military airplanes so the Air 
'orcc can have* unlimited airspace to 
play’’ in.

The evolution of a bad papal translation 


L ast fall, Pope Jolm Paul n de- 
livered a s{>ccch in French on 
evolution to the Pontifical 
Academy of Science. The 
Catholic News Service and 
Vatican Information ^lyicc tyroic sto- 
ries quoting'tlie pope as saying that evo- 
lution is “more than a hypotheas.” The 
implication tvas that the diurcli’s historic 
leaching that man was uniquely created 

by God IS itself evolving toward a sciciv 

“tifiCTnon^eation modcLTliat wasUfe 
spin put on the pope’s remarks by The 
New York Times, which carried a front- 
page stoiy on this “new” teaching, and 
by other newspapers, the wire services 
and this column. 

I was critical of die pope’s “remarks” 
and suggested he was moving in the di- 
rection of a materialistic worldview that 
is at the heart of communism, a system 
diis pope has consistenUy opposed and 
worked to ensure its collapse in the Sovi- 
et Union and Eastern Europe. 

The problem was that the initial En- 
glish bWlation of the pope’s remarks 
was incorrect 

L’Osscrvatorc Romano, the official 
publication of the Holy Sec. provided 
this nanslation of the key phrase in die 
pope’s address: “Today, almost half a 
ccntuiy after the publicadon of the cn- 
^dicol (Humani Generis), new knowl- 
edge has led to the recognition of more 



than one bypotlicsis in the theoryofevolu- 
tio n”- emphasis mine. 

^Acting iridepehdendybfirOsservatore”' 
Romano, the Catholic World Nmvs service 
posted its own translation from the pope’s 
original French text The critical passage 
nad: ‘Today, more than a half-centuiy af- 
ter the appearance of that encyclical, some 
new findings lead us toward the recep- 
tion of more duin one hypothesis within the 
dteory of evolution.” 

In both of tlicsc translations, it is dear, 
diat tl)c pope was not watering down or lib- 
eralizing the church’s vimv that the origin 
of man remained open to debate. He said 
that there arc scvci^ theories of origin 
within the sdcntific community. Many 
Catholics who ^vrotc mo to complain about 
mistranslation said that the (^tholic 
cnechism teaches the {xissibility of dual 
origins - possible evolution of the body, but 
divine creation of the soul, a view that 
could weaken daims to the authcntidty 'of ' 
other miraculous events later in Scripmre. 

The correct translation is a long way, 



indeed, from U.S. News f 
& World Report’s state- 
ment diat “die pope do- 
dared that evolution is 
‘more than just a ihco- 
ly,' ” and Time maga- 
zine’s twist, daiming 
. the pope said, “new 
knowledge leads us to . 
recognize that the tlieo- I 
ry of evolution is m ore ^ 

“tlian'a'hypo thesis.” Pope-John PboMI 

John Paul n seemed 
to be saying that science can explain 
only what exists, and it frequently . 
.must revise its conclusions. Oecashm- 
ally, science can explain how some.w 
things came to be, again, sometim^ 
having to correct itself. But sdenev. 
cannot explain who made what is t^d, . 
.in most cases, cannot explain how £' 
came to be. As God said to Job, -T ' 
“Where were you when I laid the' foun- 
dations of the universe?” . [ ' 

Tt is the ultimate question, and the f ' 
pope did not budge from the source of 
the ultimate answer. It tvns the trandh- 
tor, not the pope, who proved falllblebn 
this one. It is said that truth rarely caiu- 
es up to error. Maybe, but the efforrmust

NASA will hold an Environmental Impact Statement (EIS) 
scoping meeting Jan. 23 to solicit public comment on the 
proposed plan to conduct flight tests of the X-33 Advanced 
Technology Demonstrator launch vehicle. Plans call for 1 5 test 
flights of the X-33 from March to December 1 999. All flights 
would originate from Edwards Air Force Base in Southern Cali- 
fornia. A portion of the flights would land at either Malmstrom 
Air Force Base, Mont., or Moses Lake, Wash. >Wthough flight 
paths have not been finalized, the X-33 may glide unfueled over areas of Idaho at 
an altitude of about 50 miles while on approach to the proposed landing site at 
Malmstrom AFB near Great Falls.

A Twin Falls County group,

But that would divide the 
industry, sold Wiersma, herself 
a dairy owner.

American diildrcn arc becom- 
ing toilet trained at much later 
ages than was typical decades 
ago, and, in a agnifirant number 
of familij^ they are not master- 
ing the task without some prob- 
lems, according to research pub- 
lished Tuesday in the journal 
Pediatrics. 

The study, the flia large-scale 
examination of potty training in 
the United States in more than 
30 years, should help reassure 
parents on some aspeos of train- 
ing.

; At that point, they are young punks that 
need to return to the jungle. It*s a fitting 
place because their very name means ‘^Man 
of the Forest" in the Malaysian lonuage. 
Orangutans ore the largest of all arboreal 
. apes and sjKnd most of their time in oees. 
‘Dnuble is, driving dvilized orangutans to 
±e edge of the jungle and turning them 
loose isn't enough. The big apes don't know . 
bow to support themselves in the wild, so 
they heed to Icam, cr, “life sldlls." 

- '^t’s where orangutan rehabilitation cen* 
tm come in. The ccnmracradually acclimate - 

E to the jungle, feemng them enough 
food to keep them alive - while encour- 
aging dura to forage for tastier morsels 
To the best of my knowledge, there arc 
orangutan rehabilitation centers in the 
world One is on the Indonesian island of 
Sumatra, while the others are in the 
Malaysian states on the island of Borneo. 

The Semmongoh center, near the dty of 
; Kuching in the MoliQsian state of Sarawtdc, is 
by fiu* most depnssing. Ail but a handful 
of the apes arc confined to cages, and the 
place is about as cheery as a prison for the 
criminally insana 

For my money, the Bukit Lawang omter 
in Sumatra is the finest orangutan rdoabilita- 
don center on earth. I was there in July 1990 
and remember the place fondly. 

I staged in a village that ov'crloolccd a rubbo* 

. plaritadon, where iriilkytNiutcbtcx oozed from 
soured trees - one drop every few seconds. 
The ceniGT itself was on a bcau^ul river, just a 
gveraiinite walk upstream frton the villa^ 

It was a rural paradise, where children 
played on bamboo rafts, women bathed In 
. the river and men tended fish traps. Big, 

; beautiful butterflies filled the air and water - 
bu^o browsed in nearby fields. 

I walked up to the center one morning but 
was surprised to learn it was on the opposite 
: bank of the river. I paid a toothless old man 
; in a dugout canoe to ferry me across, then 
- hiked with a couple Of animal keepers to a 
• fpgding platform on a ncariiy hillside. I car- 
' ried a jug of coconut milk for one man' as he 
. struggled with a big bunch of bananas. 

One by one, the great apes began to arrive - 
swinging through tte trees in a languid, slow- ‘ 

- motion performance. Their climbing ability 
was mesnetizing as they dangled onc^iondcd, 
often upside down, with absolute ease. 

They’d accept a banana or cup of a^nut 
inilk, then hoist themselves up a vine to ' 
mun^ slurp and watch me watching thciiL 
One of them came down long enough to 
■ my hand, then lunge for my camera - 
clear evidence of a misspent youth. 

A black gibbon, smaller than the orang- 
• ymn*:, stole the show with hilarious antics. He 
' pestc^ me to pick him up and, against my 
better judgment, I did. We cuddled for a 
moment, then he bared his teeth and 
demanded freedom.

In most cases, they 
stagger back to their rigs - teeth chat- 
tering like castanets - and thaw out 
next to the heater. Others wind up in 
hospital emergency rooms, where $200 
_waders are sliced off like unwanted too- 
.nails. 

':Of course, some unlucky anglers sim- 
ply die after falling into cold water, vic- 
tims of drowning or hypoiliermia. 

In many cases, the accident could 
have been avoided if the victim had 
slowed down and gone fishing at a calm, 
deliberate pace. Mistakes arc heavily 
punished in mnter, so it pays to have 
the right attitude and equipment. 

Wading staffs usually aren't needed

LIVINGSTON, Mont. ~ For years, 
casting for big trout along the volley's 
famed spring creeks has .been the high- - 
light of winter fly-fishing in Paradise 
Vallt^. 

This year, things arc a bit different. 
The famed water has been reduced to 
just a fmv sections, and there is more of 
a trickle than a steady stream of anglers. 

The spring and summer flooding- of 
the Yellowstone River “took out all of 
the spring creek” on the DePuy family's 
land just south of town, according to 
£>•3 DePuy, owner of the DePuy Spring 
Creek. “It just ruined it It was terrible.” 
Floodwatcrs also flushed out the mile- 
long Armstrong’s Spring Creek. “We 
were totally flooded out,”, said Virginia 
O’Hair, owner of the famous water. 

Of the three famous streams, only 
Nelson’s Spring Creek was left 
untouched. 

“Nothing has happened to Nelson’s. 
Nelson’s was completely unchanged,” 
said Chris Miller of Dan Bailey's Fly 
Shop in Livingston. “They did work last 
year to enhance the fishery and it 
sounds like it has been a success.” 

In bits and pieces, the creeks arc 
being repaired, in hopes of gening the 
Yellowstone River back into the banks 
it flowcdin before it claimed the spring 
creeks in June’s flooding.

Hiker, nearly 90, doesn’t 
let age break her stride

PHOENIX — She looks fragile, barely 
5 feet tal l and 97 pounds. Blond hair_. 
' carefully cut and curled, a tasteful trace 
of eye shadow on- her eyelids, stylish ’ 
red-framed glosses. 

But in mid-December,- Garnett 
Beckman completed her 13th or 14th 
(who’s counting?) round-trip, two-day 
hike from the South Rim of the Grand 
Canyon to Phantom Ranch, a settlement 
of rustic cabins near the Colorado River 
at the bottom of the Grand Canyon. : 
Garnett will be 90 in April. 

The National Park Service at the 
Grand Canyon docs not have statistics 
oh the number of octogenarians who 
hike into the Canyon. 

Officials there guess that 10 percent 
to 15 percent of Canyon trekkers are 


older than age 55. Most hikers arc 30 
years old and younger, making Garnett 
a rarity on the steep, taxing trails. 

*T usu ally keep my mouth shut about 
my age," sne'said, after completing the 
seven-mile hike down the steep,

Garnett, with her strong, mus- 
cular legs and a^c mind, clearly 
has refined thp process of grow- 
ing older.

in summer, e.xcept in big water, 
but they can provide invaluable 
stability in icy, cold water. 
Wading staffs also prove handy 
when scrambling over ice and 
snow. 

Anglers also should pay partic- 
ular attention to the soles of their 
•boots. 

Virtually all wading boots arc 
equipped with felt soles, which 
provide good, traction on wet, 
algac-coatcd rocks. Felt works 
well when it’s under water, but 
it quickly freezes when 
exposed to cold air - making 
on-shore stumblcf a perilous 
proposition. 

The simple solution to the 
frozen-sole problem is io remain 
in the water as much as possible 
when moving around. A second 
option is buying fcit-solcd boots 
with attached metal cleats. A 
variation on this theme is remov- 


'able metal cleats that can be 
scrapped to thc boot soles. 

It's important to remember 
that anyone, even the most sure- 
footed angler, can fall into fust, 
freezing water - so everyone 
should be prepared for the worst. 
Keep a blanket or, better stiU, a 
warm sleeping bag in your vehi- 
cle. 

Also pack a full change of 
clothes, with everything from 
hats, gloves and socks to long 
underwear and tvindproof shells. - 
Wet clothing, particularly cotton, 
soaks up body heat and sets the 
stage for hypothermia. 

Hypothermic people quickly 
fall into a downward spiral of 
uncoordinated movements and 
muddy thinking - which is bad 
news in freezing weather. 

When heading astream, 
angers should be equipped with ' 
nvo pairs of gloves because it's 
an almost-siire bet that one pair 


will get soaked. Having a second 
pair handy can save cold hands 
and a long slog back to the 
truck, which means more time 
fishing, i 

Another useful “hand tool" is a 
small towel that can be stashed 
in the back of a fishing vest. A 
small towel can be a big help for 
drying off after landing a flsh or 
cleaning eyeglasses.

Anglers may be able to fish Salmon 
South Fork for 1st time in 30 years 


BOISE (AP) — This summer, 
Idaho anglers may get a chance 
to catch salmon in the South 
Fork of the Salmon River for the 
first time in more than 30 years. 

A surplus of hatchery-raised 
Chinook salmon i$ expected to 
—return to spawn-there.-Idaho’s - 
Chinook are still endangered and 
continue on a downward spiral. 

The number of juvenile fish 
leaving the state this year for 
their journey lo the Pad/ic Ocean 
may be the lowest in history. That 
means anglers may not get anoth- 
er chance to fish for Chinook undl 
the next century, if ever. 

“It would be nice to have a 
fishing season again,” said Bruce 
Johnstone, a National Guard 
tank-training instructor and fish- 
ermairfrom Boise. 

Before anyone gets to wet a' 
line, the Idaho Fish and Game 
Department must pass through a 
bureaucratic and political maze 
nearly as perilous asjhc.one ,. 
migrating salmon face. 


“If it’s biologically sound, we 
want to do it,” said Sharon Kiefer, 
a Fish and Game biologist in Boise. 

Salmon fishing in the South 
Fork ended in 1965 after land- 
slides, caused by shoddy roads 
and log^ng, dumped millions of 
tons ofmud inW the rTver,-smoih-“ 
bring miles of spawning habitat. 
Since then, four more dams have 
been built on the Snake and 
Columbia rivers, further damag- 
ing a fishery that returned as 
many as 10,000 chinook to the 
South Fork in the 1950s. 

Idaho’s fishing seasons need 
approval of the National Marine 
Fisheries Service, which has the 
final say on endangered salmon. 
A fedei^ review, which includes 
a public comment period, could 
take more than three months. 
That'mcans~thc stale must 
release a proposal by mid- 
February on whether or not fish- 
ing should be allowed ond how 
.many fish. can.bc.cau^t if the. 
state approves the idea.

Feds,. New Mexico 
battle over bighorns 

Forest Service supports reintroduction < 
in Sandia Mountains, but state disagrees 


ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) 
— The U.S. Forest Service wants 
to reintroduce bighorn sheep to 
the mountains that overlook 
Albuquerque, but the state Game 
and Fish Department believes 
the habitat has become too 
urbanized. 

Residential subdivisions have 
edged into the margins of 
bi^om country, the foothills of 
the Sandia Mountains. Traffic 
has increased, and so have the 
number of dogs, which can harass 
bighorn sheep, said Bill Dunn, a 
wildlife specialist with Game and 
Fish. 

And recreational use has dou- 
bled in the Sandias since the 
1960s, when a herd of more than 
100 bighorns roamed the slopes, 
Dunn said. No bigliom has been 
seen in the Sandias since 1992. 

“You have a very thin band of 
sheep habitat to start with — 
thea it’s fragmented by all the 
activity and business,” he said. 
“It’s very unlikely tliat the herd 
would moke it on its own.” 

But Beverly deGruyter, a 
Forest Service wildlife biolopst, 
believes the effort should be 
. made. 

“There are only so many 
mountains,” she said. “We need , 
to manage the ones wc have 
and not give up'on the Sandias 
just because there are. so many • 
people. The Sandias need to be 
a demonstration of how we can 
manage people and wildlife.” 

There are currently 349 
bighorns in the Pecos Wilderness 
northeast of Santa Fe. A state 
- Gape and-Fish-report recom--. 
mends that some of the Pecos 
sheep be transplanted to seven 
other areas of the state, including 
thb Manzano and Los Pinos 
—mountains southeast of 
Albuquerque. The plan envisions 
up to 1,350 bighorn sheep, com- 
bined, in those seven areas by 
2002. Next August, up to 40 
Petjos sheep are expected to be 
sent to the Manzano and Los 
Pinos mountains, where about 25 


bighorns currently live. 

The Sandias aren't on the list. 

But the Forest Service had 
been so pro-Sandia that it 
already had begun preparing the 
land in the Cibola- National 
Forest for the transplants before 
the list came out. Late last year, 
the Cibola’s Sandia Ranger 
District dosed Kiwanis Meadow 
near Sandia Crest to foot traffic 
to help prepare for the bighorns. ' 

TTie Forest Service cannot pre- 
empt the Gome and Fish dedsion, 
but deGruyter has said her 
agency may appeal the case to 
the state Game Commission if 
enou^ svildlife groups suppon it. ‘ 

The Sandia Ranger District 
already has received grants from 
the Foundation for North 
American Sheep, which supports 
bighorn rcintroduction in the 
Sandias. 

“We’re putting our money 
where our mouths are,” said 
Raymond Churan, a director of 
the foundation. 

The Albuquerque Wildlife 
Federation al» supports reintro- 
duedon. 

“A lot of us are interested 
' because we recognize the 
Sandias as wilderness.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) — 
One of the world’s most popular 
brown bear viewing areas be 
a litde less crowded nexTSUmmer 
if the Nati onal Park Service gets 
its way. 

The park service says it will 
start charging fees and limiting 
the number of visitors to Brooks 
River, 'the salmon srream in 
Katmai National Park that bears 
flock to for fish and humans flock .. 
to for the bears. 

A new reservation system will 
attempt to handle the increase in 
day visitors that the site has seen 
in recent ycuirs. 

Bears converge' on Brooks 
River each' summer, espet^y in 
July and for a short time in 
Seprem^r, to scoop salmon from 
the shallows or snap them out of 
the air with their teeth as they 
leap Brooks Falls. 

Th e spectacle draws tourists 
and photographers from around 
the world. Unlike at McNeil 
River, where the number of visi- 
tors is restricted and their aedvi- 
dcs strictly regulated, visitors at 
Brooks River practically live 
among the bears. It is the most 
visited bear-viewing area in 
Alaska. 

That has led to a number of 
confrontations, some frightening 
but none tital, according to park 
managers. In 1993, forcxampIc,a 
sow accosted a salmon angler, 
-who had a fresh, fish stuffed 
insidc,his vest. With the bear sev- 
eral feet away, the angler 
dropped his fish and vest and was 
unharmed. 

— Park Service spokesman John~ 
Quihlcy said such encounters 
have become common and threat- 
en bears as .well as the people. 
“Wc arc having to harass bears to 
keep them from people. Wc don’t

chink that is veiy good long-run 
strategy," he said 
The agency’s answer, after six 
years of debate, is to put a daily 
cap on the number of visitors and

The number of overnight 
campers has remained fairly con- 
stant for several years, limited by 
the 60-pcrson capacity canip- 
groutid. A'likc number fills the “ 
Brooks Camp lodge run by 
Katmailand, the park concession- 
aire. Together they account for 
about 6,000 visitor days a year. 

'The increase has come in day 


trippers. They have doubled 
since 1969 and tripled since 1986, 
to about 6,400 a year. It is possi- 
ble to fly by jet from Anchorage 
to King Salmon, then by float- 
plane to Brooks, and be back 
again in Anchorage by night. 

On a peak July day there arc- 
about 110 on^ay visitors, often 
crowded chcck-toHslbow onto the 
bear-viewing platforms. The 
agency is capping day use at 85 in 
“July,'dose lo the emrenr average," 
and 50 in September. 

The Alaska Visitor /Vs.sodacion 
opposed the limits, saying there 
was no dear evidence of people- 
bear conflict. 


And Katmailand president Ray 
Petersen said in written remarl^ 
about the plan: “Doesn’t the faa 
that there are lots of bears and 
satisfied visitors mean something 
besides a crisis?" 

But the National Parks and 
Conservation Association 
- endorsed the limit, noting con- 
cern about the bears and the 
quality of tlie visitor experience. 

Starting in 1997, all Brooks 
"Camp visitors will be chargeda " 
510 daily fee. Camping, which 
had been free, will cost 510 a 
night per site. A portion of the 
fees will be used for park opera- 
tion-s.

Wlicn tiiey orc'S^ weeks old, the 
dogs arc placed with ioluntecrs to ' ' 
be raised in family surroundings. 
Twice a week, they arc brought . 
back to the 12-acre facility for obc- . 
dicncc classes. At 1 year of age, 
they arc returned for nine to T2 
months of full-time training. 

Each dog is matched with an 
intended recipient, but about one-, 
.third of the dogs. won’t make it - 
that far. The dog, for example, 
might not be able to operate a 
light siviich, to pay a cashier, to’ 
retrieve the smallest dropped 
object. 

“Wo constamly; look for gaps,” 
Sullivan said. “This isn’t a game. If 
a person needs medicine, he needs 
the dog to bring it now.”

Epp said, without (^berating 
“^csc two people were acquainted 
with each other before this incident," Epp 
said, adding that the invesdgation contin- 
ued and more arrests were possible 
Smith, 36, was charged with theft, 
tampering with physical evidence, 
obstructing government operations and 
false reporting Sawyer, 38,' who was a 
Boulder County deputy in 1980-81 and

. ment operations. Both were booked and 
released. 

If convicted. Smith would face up to 8
